It is Foster's 
work on Political Economy, and is rec- 
ognized by all schools and colleges 
throughout the Union as the best text 
procurable on the science. It is true 
that the author inclined toward the 
void standard policy in his old nge, 
but during the greater part of his life 
be was a firm adherent of bimetallism, 
and it was during this period that he 
wrote the book exhaustively present- 
ing facts and theories as they are, with- 
out expressing bis individual opinion 
on the subject in hand. 


'I am in sympathy with the cause 


of silver and am very well known as a 
silver man. I see no ground for Stew- 
art's fling at me unless it be the unten- 
able one that the author of the impar- 
tial bimetallic text book I am using 
leanded toward the gold standard dur- 
ing the declining days of his life."
